the U. N. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. The United States has agreed 
that control of such wapons would 
be much harder than control of the 
atom 
because 
deadly 
germ 


"bombs" could be manufactured 
and concealed more easily 
than 
atom bombs. 


Lie, however, suggested in his 


report that the U. N. might 
do 


well to look into the problem of 
bacteriological control until there 
was a break in the deadlock over 
atomic 
control. 


The U. N. chief intimated that 


more progress might be made than 
in the atomic negotiations because 
while the United States had a tre- 
mendous head start in the atomic 
race, "there has never been any 
effective monopoly of bacteriologi- 
cal and chemical weapons.' 


In recording the gains and losses 


of the U. N.s past U months, the 
secretary general:

Blamed fop Prejudice 
These girls are responsible for 


the prejudice against women in 
business and for women's work 
being cheap labor, for the so-called > 
working girl rarely connects the 
quality of her work with tho size 
of her pay envelope. She doesn't 
realize that poor work means poor 
pay 
the world over. But when 
< 


women do put their brains and 
their hearts and their backs into 
their jobs, they make phenomenal 
successes. In every big business 
there is a woman whose insight 
and judgment and diplomacy make 
her "our invaluable Miss Smith." 


However, it is not the colleges 


and schools that are responsible 
for the inefficiency o£ the average 
girl. It is the mothers who are 
to blame. It is because most mo- 
thers seem to cherish the idea that 
if they never teach their daughters 
how to do any kind o£ work, they 
never will have to do it. It is a 
common thing, for instance, to 
hear a woman say: "I never have 
taught my daughters how to do 
housework.

But when 
a mother sends her daughter into 
marriage without preparing her lo 
meet any of its responsibilities, she 
does a cruel and a dangeroui 
thing. 


For in reality, -the wreck of 


many a marriage starts during 
the honeymoon when a young mar- 
ried couple take their first cold, ' 
appraising look at each other and 
realize that marriage isn't a pic 
nic. It is a job that nobody has 
taught them how to handle, and 
before they become experts in it 
they have been Ihrough.many an-

FIFTY-SIXTH GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 
BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SEN-

KANSAS AND BY THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES, A MA-

HOUSE AGREEING THERETO: 
That the following is hereby pro- 
posed as an amendment to lhe 
Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, and upon belli;! submitted 
to the electors of lhe Slale for ap 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of .lhe 
elcclors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt such 
amendment, 


the same shall become a part of 
lhe constitution of tho Stale of Ar- 
kansas, to-wii:

All livestock prices fell yester- 


day at Midwest markets. Hogs and 
cattle dropped as much as 75 cents 
•a hundredweight. 


But steaks and chops still sold 
lor about a dollar a pound when 
the housewife shopped at the cor- 
ner store. 


At Los Angeles, rib beef sold for 


57 cents a pound, T-bonc steak 
for $1.10 and pork chops for more. 
Prices had held at those levels for 
the past week even though custom- 
fers were turning thumbs down on 
those cuts in favor of. fish
